Coroner’s Opinion.

Deputly Coroner Westun made a post-
mortem examinntion of the hody dur-
Ingg the afterngon, He sald that the
pxnmination showed that the woman
dled of strangulation. The cutting on
the legs and hip, he soald, was done
nlter death.

A close examination of (he severed
lega showed that they had been cut off
Jugt above the knee joint, Instend of
Just below, as was first thought on a
hasty serutiny.

A striking point in the poat-mortem
examination was the faot that the
slomuch waa prabtically empty. The
womin's body was well nourfshed and
apparently she had not suffered for
lnck of food during the recont part of
her Hfe thime.  She must, however, have
gone sIX oF more hours previous to
death without taking any article of
foord. This was® vonsidired somewhat
unusual by the deputy coroner, Dr,
Weston #nld the body had nos beon
dewd twelve hours when found, The
pullee were not Idle durlng the day.
They got several glight olues and start-
ed out to trace their connection with
the murder.
